In a second public hearing 
immediately following discus- 
sions on highway appropria-

the road and bridge fund and

Increase 3 Items

total increase of $830, although 
only one of the increases was 
sought by Hanks. 

Hanks revised upward from 
$1000 to $1500 the item for 
transportation and travel ex-

sessment. This assessthent will 
apply on tdx bills collectable in 
1971 and will not affect. this 
year’s tax bills 

Barton explained that unless 
the exemption form is filled in 
and signed by the householder, 
the ‘exemption will ‘not .be  al- 
lowed. 

Deputy assessors; Barton 
said, will call at each house- 
hold and will make the person- 
al property evaluation as they 
have in the past. In addition, 
however, the exemption form 
also will be executed bearing 
the valuation of the household 
furnishing and the valuation of 
the car which the householder, 
wishes exempted in the event 
there is more than one family 
auto. 

If the householder, is not at 
hame when the assessor calls, 
Barton added, a letter will be 
left. notifying the resident’ that 
the assessor had ~catied—and 
that it is necessary to person- 
ally contact the deputy asses- 
sor by telephone for an appoint- 
ment* to complete the assess- 
ment and exemption form. As 
an alternative, the resident 
may go to the assessor's office 
at 1904a Delmar avenue to 
complete the papers.

Liquor License 
For Starlight 
Tavern Revoked 


The liquor license of Mrs, 
Maxine Costoff for operation of 
the Starlight club, 1225 Madison 
avenue, was revoked Tuesday 
by the’ Illinois Liquor Control 
Commission . in. Springfield (fol- 
lowing a hearing conducted 
Monday afternoon, 

Ivan Maple, executive direct- 
or of the commission, said the 
revocation of! the license was 
based on the citation charging 
that Madison Fourth Ward Al- 
derman Christ Gostoff, Mrs 
Costoff's husband, had a direc! 
or indirect interest in the oper- 
ation. 

Maple said the commission 
found a violation of state stat- 
utes in which elected public of- 
ficials are prohibited from hav- 
ing an interest in the liquor 
business, 

He said. the decision was 
based on income tax returns, 
joint income, joint savings ac- 
counts, bartender's union-mem- 
bership, receipts, no lease or 
rent money coming to him as 
the owner and liquor bills sent 
to and paid by the alderman. 

The Costoffs were being noti- 
fied of the decision. Maple said. 
They will have the right to ap- 
peal back to the commission for 
rehearing’ if they produce addi- 
tional evidence, and if refused, 
they will have the right to ap- 
peal to circuit.court. 

Alderman Costoff said 'Tues- 
day night that he did not plan 
to appeal the case which he. at- 
tributed to “the current polit® 
cal situation in the state.’” 

During the hearing, commis- 
sion attorney Morton Kaplan 
said Costoff has living quarters 
over the club and that he’ and 
his wife jointly own the build- 
ing.

Kozielek said he should know. 
his own: plans soon. ‘‘The job o! 
mayor) takes a considerable 
amount of time,” he added. 

“If I cannot find sufficient 
time to do the job, I will not 
seek the position. If 1 can, IT 
will consider it.” 

The jacting mayor, who is as- 
sociated /with, an inyvestment- 
development, - firm, has | been 
maintaining lengthy office 
hours each day at the city hall 
and has been devoting some 
evenings to meetings, confer- 
ences and civic functions re- 
quired by the job. 

The Madison City Organiza- 
tion, which dominates the po- 
litical, scene there, previously 
pledged to’ select and support 
one candidate from its group.

Traffic Crashes, Deaths Licenses Available 
Increase in Quad-Cities 


While the Quad-Cities area 
traffic accident rate declined 
slightly during March, the stat- 
istics for the first quarter year 
topped the 1968 figures in all 
categories except injuries, 

In the first three months of 
this year, there were 680 acci- 
dents (an ayerage of 7.5 a day); 
277 injuries (an average of three 

a day); and nine traffic deaths 
(one every 10 days). In the first 
quarter of 1968, there were 643 
accidents (an average of 7.1 per 
day); 306 injuries (3.4 a day); 
and six deaths (one every 15 
days). 

The Press-Record compilations 
include accidents reported by 


local, county and.state authori- 
ties. 

In March, 197. accidents with 
74 injuries and ?three deaths 
were recorded, showing declines 
in all categories ftom the Feb- 
ruary totals of 221 crashes with 
94 injuries and five traffic 
deaths. In January, the totals 
were 262 accidents with 109 in- 
juries and one traffic fatality. 

For comparison, the totals for 
the same three months in 1968 
follow: January—215 accidents, 
115 injuries and four deaths; 
February—202 acidents, 83 in- 
juries and one death,. and 
March—226 accidents, 108 inju- 
ries and one death.

Leasing Restrictions 
Set by Pontoon Board 


A restriction which prohibits 
issuance of new leases . for 
apartments and mobile home 
parking places in the Gaslight 
Walk and Lakeshire subdivision 
area was authorized last night 
by the Pontoon Beach village 
board of trustees.

board March 16, outlined a Se-- 


ries of steps to be taken to 
remedy the situation. 

Staicoff said the letter inform- 
ed Green that additional chem- 
icals must be added to the sys- 
tem; an ‘aeration system in- 
stalled which will almost dou- 
ble the lagoon’s present capa- 
city and a set of new plans to 
upgrade the system must be 
submitted to the state board for 
approval. 

The village officer said the 
restriction placed on further 
property rental came under au- 
thority granted the board by 
the public nuisance ordinance.

Ogilvie Suggests 
Special Tax Aid 
For GC Schools 


The Granite City school dis- 
trict was announced as qualify- 

ing for $320,100 special aid and 
an increase in its other state 
tax aid in state. governmental 
budget proposals announced 
yesterday at Springfield by 
Gov. Richard B, Ogilvie. 

The detailed aid package is 
expected to compete for legis- 
lative votes this month and 
next month: with proposals of 
the Illinois' School Problems 
Commission, which favors a 
20% aid increase. The usual ad- 
vance consultation between the 
commission and executive 
branch did not occur this year, 
a commission spokesman said. 

The governor suggests rais- 
ing the aid-per-student factor 
from $520 to $550, simultane- 
ously increasing from $1.08 to 
$1.15 the community unit school 
district tax rate to be deducted 
before aid is determined. The 
latter change would reduce the 
increase to less than the indi- 
cated $30 per pupil. 

A change from average daily 
attendance to average daily 
membership in figuring school 
aid has been proposed by some 
educators, who cite perennial- 
ly low attendance in some ur- 
ban areas. Gov. Ogilvie pro- 
posed retaining ADA but pro- 
viding Special aid to districts 
under 400 and under 200 enroll- 
ment; districts above 10,000 
and above 20,000 enrollment; 
and school systems in the top 
5%, 10% and 15% of districts, 
based on the amount of prop- 
erty taxes they cuoatly. levy 
and collect. 

A projection by the governor 
yesterday indicated basic school 
aid to Granite City would rise 
to $5,479,000 a year at a $550 
support level. State Supt. Ray 
Page has suggested a $600 
level. 

Granite City Supt. Bob J. 
Davis said formal notification 
of the proposal has not been-re- 
ceived but that the district ap- 
pears to qualify for special as- 
sistance based on both enroll- 
ment and property tax level, if 
the aid plan is adopted.

Governor Calls for, 1971 
Budget of $4.9 Billions 


A new record state budget of 
$4,947,682,000—more than a half 
billion, dollars higher than that 
adopted in 1969—wa§ requested 
by Illinois Governor Ogilvie 
yesterday in a budget message 
to a joint session of the House 
and Senate which marked the 
opening of the 1970 legislative 
session at Springfield. 

The new budget calls for more 
state funds for school and gov- 
erning bodies| in local communi- 
ties, and in what may become 
the most controversial issue of 
the financial program also calls 
for $29 millions in aid for ndn- 
public grade and high schools. 

Appropriations recommended 
for some of the state agencies, 
however, were less than those 
of last year. 

Education . costs, including 
budgets of public universities 
and colleges, would require 
about 58% of the projected rev- 
enue. A proposed revision of 
the state support formula for 
public schools would guarantee 
each school district a minimum 
of $550 per year for each pupil, 
an increase from the present 
$520, 

Would Purchase Services 

The governor told General 
Assembly-legislators that aid to 
non-public schools. would be 
made through state purchase of 
secular services in these schools 
and was necessary to avert clos- 
ing of church-related and other 
private schools in the state. 

“Failure to provide funds this 
year (for non-public schools) 
may very well mean the total 
collaps¢ of the private school 
system,” Ogilvie said. “Such a 
collapse would be a catastrophe 
for Illinois taxpayers, increas- 
ing the cost of education by $400 
millions a year, 

He called for, abolition of the 
personal property tax which he 
said is the ‘most hated and 


most unfair in the state,” but

They pointed out the same ob- 
jective can be accomplished 
next November by voter ap- 
proval-of a constitutional 
amendment, Ogilvie, however, 
contended it would not be un- 
constitutional for the legislature 
to repeal the personal property 
levy immediately. 

‘The governor asked $15 mil- 
lions immediately to overhaul 
the anti-pollution control pro- 
gram by financing greater mon- 
itoring and surveillance of pol- 
lution, recruitment of more per- 
sonnel and establishment of sev- 
eral new agencies. These would 
replace existing air pollution 
control bedies and others re- 
sponsible for combatting dirty 
air and water. 

Seeks Bond Vote 

He also seeks authority to call 
a referendum on a_ $750,000,000 
bond issue to help Illinois com- 
munities upgrade sewage treat- 
ment facilities, 

The governor's. proposed budg- 
et also calls for an appropria- 
tion of $500,000 to finance com- 
pletion of studies for new major 
airports in the Madison-St. Clair 
county area and in the Chicago 
area, 

Democratic legislators, how- 
ever, have charged the Republi- 
can administration with a slow- 
up in the airport project for the 
Madison - St. Clair area and 
threaten to introduce ,bills to 
speed up the project byfseeking 
a $10 million dollar Appropria- 
tion to finance land acquisitions. 

Of the $4,947,682,000' in pro- 
posed expeditures, about $3,485,- 
000,000 would come frém state 
taxes, including the income tax 
adopted last year, and an addi- 
tional $1,171,000.000 would come 
from federal aid, the governor

A transaction failed to evolve, 
and the Chouteau Island corp. 
currently is in litigation to ob- 
tain a county, permit to reopen 
its old landfill, 

Clifford, who formerly served 
as sanitation official along with 
his building and zoning duties, 
pointed out that he had resigned 
as sanitation official effective 
Sept. 15, 1968. 

Since. that time, he. said he 
has had no other dealings with 
either of the landfill firms and 

has obtained* an opinion from 
the state’s attorney's office that 
he has no jurisdiction over eith 
er firm in the landfill problem 

He added that because of lack 
of jurisdiction, he could not be 
a party to a mandamus. suit 
filed by the Chouteau Island 
Corp. to force the sanitation de- 
partment |to issue a permit. 

A hearing on the suit is set 
for 9:30 a.m, April 13 in Madi- 
son county circuit court when 
the issue is expected to be set- 
tled, 

A recent effort by county of- 
ficidls to have the ‘suit dis 
missed was denied by. Circuit 
Judge William Beatty.

Home Notes

Shop for House 
With Needs in Mind 

Before you start house-hunt- 
ing, take time to consider your 
family’s actual needs, And then 
use a Check list to help you de- 
cide whether a- house meets 
your needs: 

Here are some suggestions to 
help you judge location, exter- 
ior appearance, interior ar- 
rangement and the quality of 
construction: 

Neighborhood: Is the area 
accessible to work, playgrounds, 


chureh and stores? Will the lo- . 


cation necessitate a second car? 
How old is the house? How old 
are other houses in the neigh- 
borhood? How well are other 
homes maintained? What is the 
condition of playgrounds in the 
area? What is the traffic situa- 
tion? 

—Size of house; Does the 
amount of space fit the family’s 
size, possessions and activities? 

—Space arrangement: Can 
you get from one room to 
another without going through 
the middle of a room? Is there 
a front entrance hall? Is there 
easy “access to front and back 
doors? 

—Storage: Is there adequate 
storage in the living, sleeping 
and work areas? 

—Construction: Is there evi- 
dence of excess moisture or 
water seepage in the basement? 
If the basement is unfinished, 
check on the soundness of the 
structure. If you are inexper- 
ienced at judging construction, 
get advice from a professional 
in the housing businéss, Are 
there any cracks in the plaster 
that need .attention? Is there 
any indication of water condens- 
ation around windows? Are the 
floors firm and even? 

—Heating, lighting and plumb- 
ing systems: Is the heating sys- 
tem in good condition and does 
it work efficiently? What were 
the fuel bills last season? Is the 
plumbing in good condition? 
Are pipes noisy when the water 
is turned on? Is the electrical 
system adequate? 

—Exterior design: Does the 
house have a pleasing appear- 
ance? Is the roof in good condi- 
tion? A sagging roof line usual- 
ly indicates structural problems 
—a poor foundation or inade- 
quate support. Observe roofing 
and siding materials and con- 
sider the cost of maintenance. 

Since very few houses will 
have all the charactertisti¢s you 
desire, evaluate each house in 
relation to what is most import- 
ant to you and your family, 

Although families can make 
many preliminary decisions 
about a house, you might have 
the house evaluated by a profes- 
sional and. consult a lawyer 
about legal matters,

Selecting Scissors 


Every home __ seamstress 
knows the importance of good 
scissors. But many do not know 
how to select and care for them 
properly. 

The best quality shears and 
scissors are made of hot-ham- 
mer-forged steel. The blades 
are hardened and tempered to 
take a sharp edge, and nickel 
or chrome plating prevents 
rusting. ‘ 

When shopping for scissors, 
check to see that the blades 
are joined with a steel screw 
rather than a rivet. Open and 
close the blades to be certain 
they come together firmly and 
smoothly, When operated rapid- 
ily in the air, good quality 
shears give off a high-pitched 
metallic sound, which is an in- 
dication of high-quality steel. 

The home seamstress should 
be familiar with four kinds of 
scissors for specific uses: dress- 
maker shears, general scissors, 
embroidery or buttonhole scis- 
sors and pinking shears. 

Dressmaking shears are basic 
for home sewing. The seven-or 
eight-inch shears are easy to 
use and heavy enough to cut 
most fabrics. Select a good 
brand with handles that fit 
your hand comfortably 
to avoid cramping. the 
fingers while using the shears. 
The blades should come togeth- 
er at the points, but a small 
space should be visible between 
the blades. If the handles of 
the shears are bent, you will be 
able to cut fabric without lifting 
it from the table top. The low- 
er blade will slide easily along 
the cutting surface, giving you 
the use of the entire length of 
the cutting edges. 

General sewing scissors are 
five or six inches long, have 
medium thin blades with one 
sharp point and one round point 
to make trimming easier. They 
should have two ring handles of 
the same size that’ measure 
about one-third the total length 
of the scissors. Seamstresses 
use them most often at the 
sewing machine for cutting 
threads and trimming seams. 

Embroidery or  buttonhole 
scissors measure 3% or four 
inches long, have double sharp 
points and ring handles that are 
the same size. They are used 
for precise cutting and snipping 
jobs in small areas of a gar- 
ment, such as buttonholes. 

Pinking shears are used for 
finishing seams ‘of materials 
that will not ravel easily~ and 
will not be taundered in a wash- 
ing machine. They should not

be used for cutting out a gar- 
ment as the points are rounded 
and the blades thick, making it 
impossible to cut intricate 
shapes accurately. Also, for 
ease. in sewing straight seams, 
straight edges are preferable. 
Miss Mead recommends light- 
weight pinking shears seven or 
eight inches long. Those made 
of light-weight metals, such as 
aluminum, with steel blades are 
easy to operate. Since the 
blades cannot be sharpened 
easily, be sure the manufactur- 
er offers sharpening service or 
replaceable blades. 

Good scissors and * shears 
should’ last a lifetime if proper- 
ly cared for and used only for 
cutting fabrics. Never allow 
scissors to remain wet. If rust 
appears, remove it with oil. 
You should also oil the screw 
occasionaly, but do not tamper 
with the screw if shears seem 
tight when new. The screw is 
set and sealed at the factory to 
last the lifetime of the shears. 

If the scissors or shears need 
to be sharpened, have the job 
done by(a competent individual. 
You might return the shears to 
the manufacturer for sharpen- 
ing or take them to the store 
where they were purchased.

‘Manageable’ Children 

What makes some children 
“easy” to manage and others 
“difficult? Parents often won- 
der what they did, or did not 
do, to cause some of their chil- 
dren to), be more manageable 
than ers. Why does one 
child readily accept routine 
patterns’ of eating, sleeping and 
elimination, while nothing 
seems to work with another 
child? = 

The answer: Differences seem 

to be inborn — children arrive 
geared that way. That's what 
Dr. Stella Chess and her hus- 
band, Dr. Alexander Thomas, 
report in their recently pub- 
lished book, “Temperament and 
Behavior Disorders in Chil- 
dren.” They base their findings 
on a 12-year study conducted 
in New York. 
The authors define “easy” 
children as those .who are 
mainly positive in mood; high- 
ly regular in physical rhythms, 
such as hunger, sleep, elimina- 
tion; mildly intense in reacting 
to change; and readily adapta- 
ble. 

“Difficult” children had ir- 
regular patterns of bodily func- 
tions, usually responded nega- 
tively to new experiences, 
adapted slowly to change, and 
showed intense reactions. 

While such differences seem 
to be inborn, the authors em- 
phasize that how children are 
treated in response to their in- 
dividual temperaments does in- 
fluence the direction of their 
developing personalities. 

It may seem at first that the 
“easy” child would be most 
desired, but parénts need to be 
aware that this child may be 
too easily led and too adapta- 
ble’, On the other hand, the 
“difficult” child is- truly so 
from the guidance viewpoint, 
but with wise handling, can be- 
come the persistant and deter- 
mined adult who will carry out 
demanding and diffcult tasks.

An_ estimated 30,000 Illinois 
4-H Club members are concen- 
trating on making their towns, 
neighborhoods, homes and 
farms safer places in which to 
live, work and play, reports the 
National 4-H Service Commit- 
tee. 

Individual projects cover a 
wide range of accident preven- 
tion bn highways, in sports, 
camping, use of machinery, ap- 
pliances and the like, The im- 
pact of the projects benefit a 
vast numiber of men, women 
and children throughout the 
state. Just the 4-H families 
alone could add up’ to well over 
a hundred thousand. 

The 4-H youths are working 
on safety projects as part’ of 
the national 4-H safety pro- 
gram in’ which they are en- 
rolled.

Busy Field Work Time 
For County's Farmers 


Farmers soon will face a~ 
large amount of field work that 
must be done in a short period 
.of time, it was pointed out this 
‘week by Warren W. Bundy, 
Madison county extension advis- 
er at Edwardsville. 


Supplies of seed, fertilizer, 
fuel and chemicals have been 
ordered; tractors and equipment 
repaired, and, hopefully, all 
safety shields are in place. 

Timeliness in getting field 
‘work done and crops planted 
early is one important step to- 
ward high crop yields. 

Bad weather, wet fields and 
machinery breakdowns can lead 
to critical delays. To catch up, 
many farmers hire a neighbor 
to give them a hand. /Other 
farmers, when their own work 
4s done, ‘hire out to a neighbor. 

“In either case, two questions 
arise. How much do you charge 
and how much do you pay ‘for 
custom work?” Bundy asked. 

There is no hard and fast 
rule for setting custorh work 
rates. One way is to check what 
other custom operators charge 
and what farmers pay. 

+ U; of I. Survey 

U. of I. agricultural econo- 
mists surveyed Illinois farmers 
and custom machine ‘operators 
to find out what they paid, or 
charged, for custom work in 
1968. Farmers’ answers, out- 
lines in ‘Custom Rates and Ma- 
chine Rental Rates Used on Illi- 
nois Farms,” Extension Circu- 
lar 1003, show that custom rates 
increased slightly'from those re- 
ported in a 1966 survey. 

The report breaks down cus: 
torh hire charges by jtype of 

| operation and gives the most 
common rate and the usual 
range in charges for the state 
and for specific regions, within 
the state, 

The range shown for eact 
operation indicates that custom 
Yates vary considerably within 
fan area. One ‘reason for the 
variation is the length of time 
needed to do the job. Topogra-- 
phy, field size and shape, and 
soil and weather conditions all 
influence time requirements.

Wild Garlic Problem 

Wild garlic and wild onions 
are a problem in several fields 
in Madison county, The weeds 
can be eliminated with a three 
or four year control program of 
spraying’corn and soybean stub- 
bles annually in early spring. 
Two to three pounds of 2,4-D ac- 


tive ingredient per acre is sug- - 


gested. Delay plowing treated 
fields for at least three weeks. 

Wild garlic produces bulblets 
on the top of the plants. Those 
bulblets harvested along with 
the wheat results in a price dis- 
count. A few. dollars invested 
in 2,4D now may save many 
dollars in wheat discounts this 
summer. 

One-half pound of the ester 
form or % pound of the amine 
form of 2,4-D will ‘help elimi- 
nate “garlic wheat” at harvest 
time. These amounts may 
slightly reduce wheat yields and 
will destroy any legume under- 
seeding, Legume seeding should 
be delayed three weeks after 
the 2,4-D treatment, 

Only about 30 to 50% of the 
wild onion or garlic will be 
killed, but the remaining plants 
will be so distorted that the 
grain header will pass over 
them, The 2,4-D treatment 
should be made the first week 
in April. Treatment is not ef- 
fective if it is delayed until the 
end of April. 

The reduced rate of 2,4-D rec- 
ommended on wheat is neces- 
sary to avoid severe damage to 
the wheat,

‘Souvenits to be Sold! 


"Old Main’ at Carbondale 
Now Being Dismantled 


Old Main, historic building at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Carbondale that was built in 
1874 and rebuilt after a fire in 
1883, this time is all set to 
spread its heritage and influ- 
ence into a wide-flung area. 

Workmen have started dis- 
mantling what is left of the re- 
vered structure, gutted by fire 
last June 8, Everything of value 
has been designated for some 
possible use, by Willard Hart, 
Carbondale campus~ architect. 
Each salvaged piece will be 
marked, and the code number 
placed on photographs to show 
where it fits into the structure, 

Hart said the site will be lev- 
eled and all salvageable items 
will be xemoved and suitably 
stored or disposed of. Much of 
the material will be saved for 
future construction, and some 
pieces will be saved to form 
souvenirs and to fill requests of 
the SIU Museum. 

“Items and materials to be 
removed appear to fall into four 
categories,’ Hart said. “There 
are those items added to the 
building during recent years 
which have no historic or senti- 
mental value; debris and other 
non-usable material; materials

The Museum has notified 
Hart it desires an Old Main col- 
lection that will reflect the 
spirit and tone of the building 
when it was whole. Suggested 
items were possibly terra cotta 
work) immediately inside the 
second floor entrances; ‘several 
of the more outstanding carved 
stone, pieces; examples of dec- 
orative tiles found near the top 
of the building, particularly if 
any ¢an be found in whole con- 
dition; the: cornerstone; an ex- 
-ample of handwrought nails; a 
few pieces of brass hardware, 
and an old wash basin. 

Hart said the project will in- 
clude cleaning and renovating 
the boy-and-girl fountain east of 
the building, 

Work at the site is being done

History of Madison County Related in Report 


(Ninth of a Series) 

Among the first American 
settlers in Madison county were 
men who had accompanied 
George Rogers Clark on a mi 
tary’ expedition into Illinois in 
1779, according to a brief his- 
tory of the county included in 
the hew land use and transpor- 
tation repart by the Southwest- 
ern Illinois Metropolitan Area 
Planning Commission. 

These | men were given land 
grants of 300 acres for their 
service, and upon completion of 
their enlistments in 1781, they 
started migrating .via the Ohio 
and Mississippi rivers to Illi- 
nois to claim their land. 

One of the early pioneers was 
Rev. David» Badgley, a Bap- 
tist preacher who came to IIli- 
nois ip 1796. Though he trav- 
eled extensively throughout the 
county, he resided in Belleville. 

The’ first American to settle 
within the limits of what is now 
Madison county was Ephraim 
Conner in the year 1800, He 
built a crude cabin in the north- 
east corner of what is now Col- 
linsville township but became 
dissatisfied with the isolated lo- 
cation and -moved on. 

In 1801 he disposed of his 
properties to Samuel Judy, 
whose family became conspicu- 
ous in the early settlement of 
Illinois. F. 
Immense County 

When Gov. Edwards estab- 
lished the county in 1812, it was 
an immense area. Its southern 
border included the present 
line, but it extended ‘fram the 
Mississippi to the Wabash riv- 
ers, All the land north of that 
line to the Canadian border, in- 
cluding Wisconsin and part of 
Minnesota east of the Missis- 
sippi_and north of Michigan, 
was Madison county. 

Subdividing began soon there- 
after with the growth of the 
Illinois territory, and by 1831 
the county had dwindled to its 
present proportions, plus what 
is now Bond county which re- 
mained until 1843. 

With the changes in the size 
of the county, there was a drop 
in census figures: The popula- 


tion is given as 13,550 in 1820, . 


6211. in 1830, 14,433 in 1840, 
20,441 in 1850, 31,351 in 1860, 
44,131 in 1870 and 50,141 in 1880, 
One of the earliest arrivals 
in the county was Thomas Kirk- 
patrick, who built his home 
along «the banks of Cahokia 
creek -in the northern part of 


what was to become Edwards- 
ville. If was this house that was. 
appointed the seat of justice of 
the county in Gov. Edwards’ 
proclamation in 1812. Edwards 
ville then became the county 
seat and is ‘listed ‘as the third 
oldest city in the state, 

Indian Treaty 

After the war of 1812 ended, 
settlement of the county in- 
creased rapidly. A treaty of 
peace with. Indian tribes.of the 
northwest was concluded in 
October 1815. Immigrants from 
older states, who had been 
deterred from coming to Illi- 
nois by reason of ‘the Indian 
hostilities, now. poured into the 
county and soon took possession 
of the unsettled parts. 

In 1812, Edwardsville was the 
leading town within the county 
and contained about 50 dwell- 
ings, the U. S. land office, a 
bank and some public build- 
ings. Alton then had a very 
small population, 

Only one public road was in 
existence. Its northeastern 
terminus seems to have been 
Thomas Kirkpatrick's mill and, 
passing southwest via Judy’s 
place and Indian fort on Caho- 
kia creek, it connected the old 
French settlement of Cahokia 
with the later settlements in 
Madison county. 

Southern Settlers * 

The population of the county 
in 1818 was principally com- 
posed of American settlers 
from the southern states; a few 
New Yorkers, some New Eng- 
landers and quite a number of 


Pennsylvania Germans and 
Irish Americans. 

The Canadian French had 
never been as important a fac- 
tor in the population of the 
county as>in neighboring St. 
Clair county. Blacks were quite 
numerous, principally slaves 
and indentured servants, and a 
few registered as free persons 
of color,’ In 1818 the population 
is estimated at 4000, 

Th November 1837 a financial. 
crash swept over the country. 
General bankruptcy followed 
and the contemplated railroad 
schemes within the county were ~ 
given-up in favor of their loca- 
tion in St, Clair. county. 

By 1850, the majority of the 
public lands, with the exception 
of a few 40-acre tracts, had be- 
come the property of individ- 
uals and had been converted 
into thousands. of acres of pro- 
ductive farm land. 

New towns and villages had 
sprung up, while others already 
established before 1850 were 
thriving.. They include Venice, 
Madison, Troy, Monticello, 
Highland, Collinsville, | Wood 


In 1860 there were eight mane 
ufacturing establishments in 
the county producing agriculs 
tural implements, plows and 
threshers. They employed 61 
men, had an- aggregate capital 
of $53,000 and turned out manu- 
factured articles worth $63,000. 

In 1880, Madison county 
ranked ‘first in’ production. of 
wheat in Illinois and fourth in 
the U. S. In orchard products, 
striking an average of all va- 
rieties of fruit, the county was 
second, 

The growth of the county be- 
tween 1840 and 1900rwas fairly 
rapid. The population was ré- 
ported at 14,433 in 1840, and by 
1900 it had increased to 64,694. 

During the period the county 
experienced a transformation 
from an. agriculturally oriented 
economy to an industrially 
oriented one. Also, during the 
1850s, railroads were built be- 
tween most of the major cities 
of the county.

Do Federal Tax Form 
Before State Return 


“Taxpayers must complete 
their federal. tax return before 


they prepare their Illinois state « 


income tax return,” Jay G. 
Philpott, district director of In- 
ternal Revenue, said’ today. 

“The reason ‘is simple,” he 
explained. ‘*You: must use the 

+ adjusted Bross income figure 
from Page’ 1, line 15c of your 
Federal Form 1040 as a start- 
ing point for your state income 
tax return.” 

Philpott assured taxpayers 
that the! Federal Form 1040 is 
not difficult to prepare. Every 
taxpayer starts with the basic 
‘one-page return then adds spe- 
cial schedules as needed, Sep- 
arate schedules will be needed 
by taxpayers who itemize de- 
ductions, list dividends or inter- 
‘est if either is over $100; list 
capital’_gains, annuities and 
partnership income; or claim 
retirement income credit. 

Philpott said, “Many taxpay- 
ers| are under the impression 
they have to complete their 
state income’ tax return first to 
determine the amount of state 
tax they can deduct on their 
federal tax return if they item- 
fze deductions. This is not true. 
The amount that can be de- 
ducted for state income. tax is 
the amount that was actually 
paid or withheld in 1969.” This 
, would not include any addition- 
al amounts the taxpayer has to 
pay with his 1969 state income 
tax return, he added, 

Philpott stressed filing’ re- 
turns before the deadline. 
“Most taxpayers who prepare 
their own returns do it on the 
weekend,” he said. ‘‘And,’? he 
reminded taxpayers, ‘‘there’s 
only two more weekends left 
before April. 15 deadline.” He 
urged taxpayers to file their 
returns before the deadline to 
avoid being penalized for filing 
‘@ delinquent return. 

Pihlpott emphasized six im- 
portant steps for taxpayers to 
follow in the preparation of 
their federal tax return. They 
are: read the instructions care- 
fully; use the pre-addressed 
tax form and envelope received 
in the 1969 tax package; fur- 
nish correct information; at- 
tach all W-2’s; sign the return, 
and mail it to the Internal Rev- 
enue Service Center, Kansas 
City, Mo. 64170,

Caudron, 19, who recently won’ 
the Bronze Star Medal with 
Combat Distinguishing Device, 
the “Purple Heart Medal and 
earned a meritorious combat 
promotion for action against 
the enemy in Vietnam, has ar- 
rived home on leave: 

He plans to spend the next

The youthful Marine received

$68 Million Tax Returns in 
z Springfield District So Far 


The Internal Revenue Service 
Center in Kansas City, Mo., 
through , last week had  proc- 
essed 297,800 returns of Spring- 
field, Ill., District taxpayers due 
refunds totaling ‘$68,898,648, Jay 
G, Philpott, district director for 
central and southern Illinois, 
said today. 

However, Philpott said, in- 
come .tax refunds of 6608 tax- 
payers have been delayed be- 
cause of mathematical errors. 

Under the IRS Automatic 
Data Processing ‘System, com- 
puters verify mathematical 
computations. When an error is 
detected, IRS must determine 
the correct tax before a refund 
can be issued. 

As a result of these mathe- 
matical errors, Philpott said, 
some taxpayers will receive a 
smaller refund than they antici- 
pated, while others wil] receive

a larger one. In some cases, 
taxpayers who made mathemat- 
ical errors will be billed for 
additional taxes. 

Of the first 398,257 returns 
processed so far at the Serv- 
ice Center, many types of er- 
rors other than mathematical 
have been detercted. Over 12,- 
000 taxpayers use the wrong tax 
table to figure their tax, and 
2475 used incorrect Social Se- 
curity numbers. In many cases, 
Philpott said, these have led to 
refund delays, 

A total of 1143 failed to sign 
their returns. Every tax return 
must be signed, and two signa- 
tures are required for a joint 
return, Unsigned ‘eturns have 
to be sent back to taxpayers for 
signature before refunds can be 
processed, 

Philpott asked taxpayers to 
use the Form 1040 preaddressed 
namie label that came with. 
their blank return. Use of the 
label allows IRS to process re- 
turns more speedily than those 
without name labels. 

The label contains informa- 
tion vital) to the processing of 
the return, including name, ad- 
dress and) Social Security num- 
ber. Taxpayers who detect an 
error on the label should cor- 
rect it on the label itself.

Growing Tax Burden Makes Streamlining of 
Government Agencies, Practices Essential 


There is hope that a new Illinois Constit 
tion may lead to some streamlining and simp! 
fying of local-level. government, with responsi- 
ble agencies accorded more adequate ‘authority, 
jurisdiction and resources to do the tasks 
citizens desire and which can be done better 
jointly than by individual citizens. 

In the meantime, extreme fragmentation 
—worse in Illinois than in any other state— 
continues. 


The complex, chopped-up way in which - 


Quad-Cityans currently attempt to provide 
governmental services is evident from the 
chart of tax rates for this spring's real estate 
and personal property tax bills. Twenty differ- 
ent taxing bodies will share the revenue: four 
‘townships, three. school systems, three cities, 
three township road administrations, two park 
districts, two fire districts, one village, one 
levee district and Madison county. 

Taxation is determined in the policy- 
setting stage by the spending decisions of 
elected and appointed boards and officers. In 
the collection phase, bills to families and busi- 
nesses are determined by the rates of the 
agencies serving them, applied to assessments 
which represent’ 50% of the estimated value of 
their property. 

On each $100 of assessed property value, 
Quad-City public schools will collect rates rang- 
ing from) $2.59 to $3.33. Cities’ “take will 
vary from $1.04 to $1.33, the levee district 
will collect 39 cents, the county 35 cents, 
rural roads three to 35 cents, townships 13 to 
30 cents, parks 19 to 21 cents and fire districts 
10 to 21 a on each $100. 

“Smell government” is “big? business” 
these day3, even though any single local agency 
is dwarfed the state and federal monoliths. 
The $957,532,285 county tax base for the 
1969( tax year (1970 collection) includes 
$300,930,265 in Granite City, Venice,, Name- 
oki and Chouteau townships. 

With combined rates varying from $4.66 
to $5.45, the bills will exceed $15 million. 
And the $15 million figure is only a fraction 
of what is to be expended in the coming year, 
since it does not show state and federal tax 
aid returned for use here, nor ‘does it take in 
salés taxes, other non-property taxes and non- 
tax funds, such ag fees and) licenses. The 
Granite City school district, for example, has 
levied $7,101,460 and appropriated $19,137,- 
243, nearly three times as much. 

If a high level of efficiency was being 
achieved in nearly all functions, it could be 
argued that the gigantic costs. are worth it. 
Unfortunately, the rendering of services still 
has many defects and some are getting worse, 
particularly in newer neighborhoods situated 
in unincorporated areas and along both sides 
of city-township borders. 

No one remedy will magically meet every 
need. But the pattern clearly is making unifi- 
cation of agencies a less frightening prospect, 
even to those dedicated to keeping governmen- 
tal power as close as possible to the people who 
payrthe bills and receive the benefits. 

Elimination of overlapping and duplica- 
tion, purchasing in greater quantities, weeding 
out of programs which have outlived their

usefulness, improvement. of managenient and 
cost control—such ideals are fast mowing from 
the realm of theoretical attractiveness to prac- 
tical necessity. 

To stay afloat at all, the ship of state of 
Quad-City government is ‘going to have to 
scrape off its barnacles, develop an increasingly 
skilled and motivated crew, utilize the most 
effective fuel and navigate the soundest possi- 
ble course. 


Hard to Feel Impact of Highway Court Ruling 
While Need to Build Roads Here Is Ignored 


Outlawing of the Highway Trust Author- 
ity Act has saddened advocates of a build-now, 
pay-later plan for Illinois roads and gladdened 
those who saw the proposed bond program 
a waste of huge sums on interest :paymen 
Residents of Madison and St. Clair counties 
find it hard to join in the general weeping and 
rejoicing because of their special highway prob- 
lem, which seems as unending as a freeway 
crossing a pr 

The Illinois Supreme Court ruled that a 
three-member trust authority created to issue 
$2 billion in bonds was merely an extension of 
the highway division and thus subject to the 
$250,000 debt limit in the century-old state 
constitution. The money would have enabled 
primary urban roads and supplementary free- 
ways to be built at an accelerated pace through- 
out Illinois (except here, until the road con- 
struction freeze is lifted). 


Interest would have been substantial, but 
this would have been at least partly offset by 
proceeding at 1970 rather than 1980 or 1990 
construction costs. And the highways. would 
have been available for use now, when many 
of them aré needed. 

Governor Ogilvie makes a lot of sense 
when he criticizes the past emph: on Chicago 
expressways as opposed to downstate roads. 
He hoped to corect this imbalance with the aid 
of the bond issue. 


But regardless of ‘what can be achieved 
statewide through regular or borrowed funds, 
the value will be largely lost in the No. 2 area 
of population density. The illogical freeze 
halting long overd) road construction and 
improvements in the “bi-county area has now 
entered its 22nd month without any visible 
signs that it Will be lifted. 


Already, the spring season is well under 
way in terms of project bidding and contract 
awards—elsewhere. Time is being lost that can 
never be fully made up. 

As vital “as the bond proposal may be, 
the unwarranted road construction shutdown 
is a problem of even greater urgency. It must 
be resolved without further delay.

Need to Appropriate Funds a Factor in Timing of Legislative Sessions 


“The sessions of the General 
Assembly shall commence at 12 
o'clock noon on the Wednesday 
next after the first Monday in 
January, in the year next ensu- 
ing the election of members 
thereof, and at no other time, 
unless as provided by this Con- 
stitution.” 

For many years in IJlinois, 
this provision—Article IV, Sec- 
tion 9—of the 1870 Illinois Con- 
stitution (substantially the same 
as in the Constitutions of 1818 
and 1848) was interpreted to re- 
quire a biennial session of the 
legislature. 

At the 1869 Constitutional Con- 
vention, an effort was made to 
establish annual sessions by 
permitting sessions “to be oth- 
erwise specified by law.” But 
sentiment and custom favored 
the existing procedure of hold- 
ing one session each odd-num- 
bered year. 

It was felt that the biennial 
session sufficed for the conduct 
of the business before the Gen- 
eral Assembly, that legislators 
could not be expected to give 
more time from their regular 
jobs, and that it was easiest for 
the legislator to plan his life 
and his campaign for -re-elec- 
tion around the single session 
early in the first year of his 
two-year term. 

Two other provisions of the 
Illinois Constiution,. in Article 
IV, Section 13, contributed to 
the biennial- pattern: 

1. Bills passed by a simple 


(League of Women’ Voters of Illinois) 


majority prior to July 1 in the 
year following election of mem- 
bers became effective July 1, 
or as soon thereafter as signed 
by the governor. 

2. After|June 30, a two-thirds 
vote of both houses is required 
to pass a ‘bill to become effec- 
tive immediately. A-bill passed 
by a simple majority does not 
become effective until the next 
July 1. 

A typical session of the IIli- 
nois General Assembly consist- 
ed of 60 to 70 working days 
spread over the six-month pe- 
riod between the opening date 
in January and June 30. 

Most bills were acted upon in 
the final month of the session, 
and the Assembly routinely cov- 
ered the clock’ on June 30 to 
extend its- business into the 
early hours of July 1. The leg- 
islature. would then adjourn 
sine die (without ‘setting a 
date). ~ 

The 1873 legislature, however; 
held a recessed meeting  in\ 
1874 to finish a program of re- 
vising statutes. 


The 1871 recs until 
fall and did not agjourn un- 
til the spring of 1872. 

The 1967 Geneyal Assem- 
bly provided for /its own re- 
turn to considér guberna- 
torial vetoes, and other busi- 
ness. by setting a fall ses- 
sion in 1967 and another 
just before the 1989 legis- 
lature convened. 

The 1969 General Asem- 
bly recessed to October 14 


and is g again this 
month, Apriti970. 
Article IV, tion 18, also 


had an influence on the timing 
of the legislative sessions: 
“Each General Assembly shall 
provide for all the appropria- 
tions necessary for the ordinary 
and contingent expenses of the 
government until the expiration 
of the first fiscal quarter after 
the adjournment of the next 
regular session, the aggregate 
amount of which shall not be 
increased without a vote of two- 
thirds of the members elected 
to each house . . .” . 
This provision has been inter- 


preted as requiring a two- 
thirds vote for deficiency ap- 
propriations made by a special 
session. 

Special sessions can be called 
only by the governor and only 
for a stated purpose. 

However, in 1966, former IIli- 
nois Attorney |General William 
Clark gave an opinion to the 
Commission on the the Organi- 
zation of the General Assembly, 
Stating in part: 

“Although the General Assem- 
bly must make appropriations 
for the biennial period as set 
forth in section 18 of Article 
IV, the Constitution does not 
state that the General Assem- 
bly might not make annual ap- 
propriations in order to dis- 
charge its duty... .” 

“I do not think that a two- 
thirds vote is. required for a 
part of the appropriation if ap- 
propriations are made separate- 
ly for two annual periods.”” 

The 1969 General Assembly 
made annual appropriations 
during its “regular . session” 
ending June 30, 1969, and will 
make appropriations for fiscal 
1970 at its April 1970 session. 

At the present time, it may 
be stated that the traditional 
impediments to the meeting of 
the legislature at any time to 
which it wishes to adjourn ,have 
been substantially removed. 

The’ legislature cannot, how- 
ever, call itself into session 
once it has adjourned without 
setting angther session. 
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Lead Used fo Avoid Engine Knock 
Adds to the Peril of Auto Exhaust 


(American Chemical Society) 


Lead in the air we breathe is 
increasing. Around San Diego, 
the rate of increase is about 
5% per year, with concentra- 
tions at times as high as 80% 
of the limit proposed by health 
agencies. 

Experiments have pinpointed 
utomotive exhausts as the 
source of the excess lead, says 
Dr. T, J. Chow, geochemist at 
Scripps . Institution of Ocean- 
ography, La Jolla, Calif. 

The hundreds of millions ‘of 
pounds of lead used in anti- 
knock chemicals in this country 
each year pollute the} soil and 
vegetation and travel long dis- 
tances through the air to be 
‘washed out by rain’or snow and 
discharged, directly or through 
rivers, into the oceans, Dr. 
‘Chow relates. 

Because of the poisonous 
nature of lead, increasing 
Jead pollutants in our en- 
vironment constitute a 
health ‘hazard that cannot 
be ignored. Previous re- 
search has showh that ex- 
posure of human beings to 
long-term increases in at- 
mospheric lead will result 
in higher levels of lead in 
the blood. 

For three years, Dr. Chow's 
group has sampled continuously 
the air around the city of San 
Diego. The lead particles in the 
air are collected by filtering 
devices at five sampling sta- 
tions representing various en- 
vironments—metropolitan down- 
town, the ‘seashore, and remote 
high mountains. The scientists 
find that concentrations of at- 
mospheric lead vary with the 
season, with weather condi- 
tions, and with geographical lo- 
cation. 

Levels of lead in the air in- 
crease , drastically from mid- 
ocean to the high’. mountains, 
to the seashore, to center-city 
environments, Some suspended 
particles in the San Diego ur- 
ban air contains as high as 
6.8% lead, Dr. Chow reports. 

Seasonal variations of atmos- 
pheric lead are observed in the 
San Diego area. In the summer 
the warm, polluted, inland air 
is displaced and diluted by sea 
breezes containing low concen- 
trations of lead. 

But in the winter, especially 
in the early moming, cool in- 
land air can be trapped close 
to the surface of the earth, con- 
centrating the pollutants. 


Under such conditions, the 


San Diego downtown air shows 
weekly lead concentrations as 
high as 8 micrograms per cubic 
meter. Dr. Chow compares this . 
to the 
quality limit for lead, 10 micro 
grams per cubic meter, pro- 
posed in 1969 by the American 
Industrial’ Hygiene Association, 
Sophisticated chemical ex- 
periments performed by Dr. 


tentative national air , 


Chow and John l, Earl estab- ~ 


lish the similarity of the lead 
contained in air samples to that 
in samples of gasoline simul- 
taneously} purchased- in the 
same area. Hr 

Moreover, they show that the 
Jead in air samples and gaso- 
line is different from lead pro- 
duced by natural weathering 
processes in surface® soils and 
materials. 

The technique used to track 
down the source of the lead pol 
lutants involves measuring the 
relative quantities of the vari- 
ous types of lead atoms in the , 
samples, since this is a ¢char«' 
acteristic and identifying prop- 
erty of lead ores, 

Lead . compounds from 
auto exhausts not only pol- 
lute the air but also’ con- 
centrate in soil and vegeta- 
tion along roadsides, ‘The 
excessive lead content 
found there — sometimes 
as high as 40 times the 
natural Jead occurrence — - 
suggests that the lead de- 
posits are not very mobile 
and are accumulating in 
the topsoil, 

Dr. Chow further comments 
that lead levels in.the soils of 
various metropolitan regions 
can range from 20 to 300 times 
greater than natural lead lev> 
els. i 
Even the polar region does 
not escape lead pollution, he 
points out, Studies of the chem- 
ical composition of polar ‘snow 
at ‘various depths show that 
led pollutants in the north 

isphere have increased 

sharply since 1940. | | 

Recent Greenland snows show 
lead concentrations \500 times 
greater than natural’ levels, 

Since the introduction of lead 
chemicals into gasoline in 1924, 
their consumption has rapidly 
multiplied with. our growing, 
mobile, relatively affluent pop- 
ulation, % 

Dr. Chow cautions that in the 
U. S., in 1968 alone, about 600 
million pounds of lead was con+ 
sumed as an antiknock agent in 
gasoline. 


Must File Return to Obtain Refund. 


(internal Revenue Service) 


Q) My only income last year 
was from a summer’ job be- 
tween semesters at college. To 
get a refund, can I just send in 
my W-2 or do I have to fill out 
a whole tax form? 

A) You must file a tax re- 
turn to obtain any refund due. 

Copies of Form 1040 and in- 
structions are available at local 
IRS offices as well as many 
banks and post offices if you 
did not receive one in the mail. 

If you read the instructions, 
you should have little difficulty 
completing your return. 

Q) What’s the tax difference 
between alimony and child 
support payments? 

A) Alimony is considered tax- 
able income *to the recipient 
and has to be reported. Ali- 
mony payments are allowed as 
a tax deduction for payers who 
itemize, 

Child support payments, on 
the other hand, are not taxable 
and do not have to be reported 
for tax purposes. é 

No deduction is allowed 
these payments, but they might 
be a factor in determining who 
can claim the child as depend- 
ent. 

Divorce or separation agree- 
ments usually specify whether 
a paytnent is alimony or for 
child support. 

Q) My brother and I each 
contribute 4 the support of our 
grandfather; he furnishes the 
remainder of his support from 
his Social Security. Can either 
of us claim him as a depend- 
ent? 

A) The support test for claim- 

ing your grandfather as a .de- 
pendent has been met since 
each -of you contributes over 
10% of his total support. and the 
sum of your contributions was 
over‘half of his support. 
+ When this and the other de- 
pendency support tests are 
met, then either of you, but 
not’ both, may claim your 
grandfather as an exemption. 

The person not claiming the 

exemption should complete 
Form 2120, Multiple Support 
Declaration, which should be 
filed with the return of the one 
claiming the exemption.. Form 
2120 can be obtained from your 
IRS office. { 
- Q) I lost the forms needed 
to deposit taxes withheld from 
my employee’s wages.

Q) Is there any change in the 
amount that aa be deducted 
for contributiéns to retirement 
plans by self-employed people?

Briefly, a self-employed per 
son can’ set aside up to 19% 
of his earned income in an ap- 
proved plan and deduct this on 
his return.

Reform Environment 
Fuller has this. vision that 
man canbe a success, that the 
closed-system globe on which he 
travels; through space (‘‘Space- 
ship Earth”) can be provisioned 
in such a way that-every pas- 
senger is comfortable, well-fed, 
and enlightened. 
Fuller says it can be done not 
by trying to reform. man (“the 
political: strategy which has 
never worked"), but by trying 
to reform his environment 
(technology). 

So he has launched the cli- 
mactic and consuming effort of 
his spectacular career—a plan 
to put together a massive World 


.Game to Make the World Work. 


It will be a game played by 
people through computers, mil- 
lions of dollars worth, housed. 
under a 400-foot diameter geo- 
desic dome with a “playing sur 
face”.the size of a football field. 
It will be located at Southern 
IJlinois University-Carbondale. 

‘That surface will be a dymax- 
ion map projection of the earth 
(both the geodesic dome and 
dymaxion map. are’ Fuller in- 
ventions) on which can be 
flashed in myriad combinations 
graphic, computer-fed data on 
Earth Facts: Climate, energy 
sources, population trends, air 
ways, bauxite supplies, perhaps 
even the location of every beef 
cow on the globe (that is possi- 
ble to pinpoint now, by peng 
satellites). 

Everybody Wins 

The| rules of/ Fuller's game, 
again, would “be: Reform the 
environment; not man. Every- 
body wins. 

Okay. You arejone of an odd- 
ly mixed band of 24 college-age 
students gathered in the New 
York Studio School in Green- 
wich Village last summer tov 
hear Fuller explain the Game 
and his hopes for man, After 
50 hours of Fuller lectures, you 
are told to get cracking on a 
modal Game, with data to be 
provided through Fuller's: World 
Resources Inventory at SIUq 
The task: See how technology 
can be employed and deployéd 
to make the spaceship work at 
peak efficiency with the ‘Tre- 
sources available. 

If you are like many of them, 
you'll look at exploding world 
population, exploding world bul- 
lets, exploding pollution, dwin- 
dling resources and fading 
hopes, and you ‘will wonder if 
it’s anything more than a fancl- 
ful exercise. 

But as you begin, curiously, © 
enthusiasm builds. As you de- 
velop game ‘“‘scenarios,”’ and as 
the awesome imbalances of 
spaceship provisions become 
apparent, you’ get furiously 
caught, up in designing the 
Game. 

You begin turning your facts 
into map overlays and you see 
things, like half of the world’s 
food supplies feeding only a 
fraction of its people—in. the 
United States. You begin to 
convince yourself that if re- < 
sources can be redistributed, if 
the giant technology networks 
of the U. S, and Europe—the: 
spaceship’s cabin—can bé ex-! 
tended to the passenger com- 
partment — well, maybe the 
thing will work. 

Game Team Grows 

The gaming team begihs to 
grow—students from’ Oxford, 
Berkeley, Dartmouth, McGill; 
from Queens College and the 
Franklin Instituté—they all plug 
in with Bucky's World Game 
command group at SIU. 

Then the Biggies begin to no- 
tice. NASA wants ‘to know all 
about it. IBM writes a “Think’* 
Magazine piece about the game. , 
CBS buys a New York Studio 
film about the Game. Predicta- 
bly, other groups seized on the 
World Game idea to begin spin- 
off projects of their own. 

On March) 18, the latest ver- 
sion of the model was displayed 
at Fuller’s Carbondale office to 
an invited audience.'It now in- 
cludes an inventory of some 50 
data “scenarios” on slides 
which can be projected in any 
combination to show world pat- 
terns and trends. It is, as Ful- 
ler says, ‘“‘a tool for making the 
invisible visible. 

The resource data ‘is being 
computerized at the Massdchu- 
setts Institute of Technology. 
That will provide another di- 
mension of data handling to 
permit, says Fuller, thousands 
of moves in a game. But the 
ultimate version of the game— 
the real thing—adwaits funding, 
The first stage is pegged at $16 
million—a fourth from Illinois if 
the other $12 millign can be 
be picked up elsewhere.

Wage Law Part of Reason For Teenage Job Scarcity 


Has the federal minimum 
‘wage contributed to the persist- 
ence of high employment rates 
among teenagers? 

A study just released by 
Commissioner of Labor Statis- 
tics Geoffrey H. Moore finds 
that the teenage jobless has 
risen to five times the adult 
rate in recent years—compared 
to three times the adult rate 
before 1963—as a result of a 
number of factors: the unprec- 
dented 40% growth in the num- 
ber of youths aged 16-19, the 
smaller expansion of job oppor- 
tunities for youth, high turnover 
‘among teenage workers and le- 
gal, restrictions on youth &m- 
ployment. 

It concludes, “Increases in 
the level and expansion in the 
coverage of the federal mini- 
mum wage may have contrib- 
uted to the employment prob- 
Jems of teenagers, but it is dif- 
ficult to disentangle such ef- 
fects from numerous other in- 
fluences,”” 

Differential Urged 

Nevertheless, evidence from 
a variety of sources, including 
experience in foreign countries, 
suggests that ‘‘a substantial 
differential between youth and 
adult rates would increase job 
opportunities for teenagers.” 

The study was made at the 
request of Secretary of Labor 
George P. Shultz, and was con- 
ducted under the direction of 
Thomas W. Gavett,) assistant 
commissioner for wages and in- 
dustrial relations,’ Buréau of 
Labor Statistics. 

‘Teertage job problems, the re- 
port finds, may have been ag- 
gravated by the increase, dur- 
ing the 1960s, in th¢- level of the 
minimum wage relative ‘to 
average earnings and by the 
extension in coverage of the 
minimum wage law to indus- 
tries in which teenage employ- 
ment is important. “The mag- 
nitude’ of the employment ef- 
fects of minimum wage legisla- 
tion probably has been small,” 
‘according to the report. 

Postwar Population Boom 

The youth unemployment rate 
was roughly triple the adult 
rate in the post-war years up to 
1963, when the situation deterio- 
rated sharply’ as the post-world 
war II baby crop turned old 
enough to seek employment. 

Although the rate for teen- 
agers has declined slightly in 
recent years, it has not de- 
clined as much as the adult 
rate, As a result, it now is 5.5 
times the adult rate. + 

The report: notes that one 
easy-access labor market for 
teenagers — the family farm — 
is now available to fewer 
youths, The range of -employ- 
ment opportunities for youths 
is also restricted because of the 
limited skill and experience 
teenagers can offer and, for 
those in school, the time of 
their availability for work. 

Turnover, Draft Uncertainty 

A special survey conducted 
for this study indicated that 
many employers view teenage 
job applicants with serious res- 
ervations, Employers, cite un- 
certainty over the draft, high 
labor turnover, and “‘unreli- 
ability of teenagers’ with re- 
spect to job performance. 

‘They also mention the unwill- 
Ingness of teenagers to accept 
wages usually offered for jobs 
they are qualified to take, but 
do not rate this as important 
as the other factors, 

When it comes to hiring, teen- 
agers’ under age 18, employers 
most frequently cited restric- 
tions on employmetn of youth

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in hazardous occupations as an 
important consideration. 

Restrictiors on-hours of work, 
the cumbersome machinery of 
work certificates, union restric- 
tions and transportation prob- 
lems also imperil the teen- 
agers’ path to work. 

Hiring Standards Up 

The minimum wage was the 
second most common reason 
for .employers raising hiring 
Standards between 1966 and 
1969, the study showed. How- 
ever, the proportion of. firms 
that did raise standards be- 
cause of the minimum wage 
hike was very small, 

Regarding the widespread be- 
lief that’ young workers expect 
unduly high wages, jhe evi- 
dence suggests that wage de- 
mands of most unemployed 
teenagers are generally not 
greatly different from the ac- 
tual earnings. of employed 
teenagers. There is some evi- 
dence that unemployed teen- 
agers are disinclined to accept 
the lower wage jobs. 

The Labor Department study 
cites two recent surveys which 
indicate that, in most cases, 
teenagers are knowledgeable 
abou; prevailing wage levels 
and adjust their expectations 
according to differences in lev- 
els between areas and over 
time. 

Learner Certificate 

Whether a youth differential 
in the minimum wage would 
create’ job opportunities for 
young people was also investi- 
gated in the study. Youth dif- 
ferentials currently exist in 
Federal minimum wage legis- 
lation in the form of the cer- 
tification programs. 

About 5500 establishments 
have applied for full-time stu- 


dent and learner ‘ certifichtes 
under the Fair Labor Standards 
Act, but less than half the au- 
thorized time has been actually 
used. 

‘The study points out that “the 
evidence suggests that some 
employers would be willing to 
hire more teenagers at lower 
wage rates — but legal restric- 
tions on the employment of 
youth and apprehension over 
the quality of teenagers are 
equally relevant, perhaps even 
more important.” 

Youth differentials also are 
provided in a number of state 
laws, usually at a level of 
about 80% of the adult wage. 
According to q special survey 
of state experience in’ 1969, 
these have had only limited ef- 
fect on youth employment part- 
ly because the state minimums 
are so low. 

Third of Adult Pay Abroad 

“Evidence from abroad: indi- 
cates that low wages for youth 
are an inducement to employ- 
ers to seek young workers 
eagerly. The relatively . low 
youth unemployment rates 
abroad are partially ‘a reflec- 
tion of the fact of low wages 
for youth. In the United King- 
dom, the Netherland and Ja- 
pan, young workers start work 
at, about one-third of the adult 
rate.” 

“In the U. S. in 1967, 15- to 
17-year-old males received a 
wage which .averaged about 
70% of the average wage paid 
those aged 20 to 25, Much of 
this diffeetnce reflects a differ- 
ent mix of jobs and job status 
in two age groups.” 

While -youth jobless rates in 
the U. S, have been five times 
those for adults, théy are about 
the same as adult rates in Ger- 
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many and the United Kingdom 
and less than twice as high in 
Japan and the Netherlands. 

In the Soviet Union, on the 
other hand, teenagers work 
shorter hours and get higher 
pay than adults doing the same 
work. As a result, managers 
have been reluctant to hire 
youths and, to offset this, the 
government has had to estab- 
lish quotas for the employment 
of youths. 

Experience with youth differ- 
éntials and unemployment 
abroad {snot easily ‘translata- 
ble into American term: 

The study stresses that “low 
wage rates for youth in Europe 
cannot be separated. from the 
extensive apprenticeship _pro- 
gram in Britain, Germany and 
the Netherlands which help to

Lifetime Job System in Japan 

Regarding Japan, low wages 
for youth “cannot be divorced 
from other parts of Japanese 
institutions, especially the nen- 
ko system with its virtual life- 
time guarantee of employment 
within the firm and high wages 
in later years offsetting the low 

ages in youth.” 

The study points’ out that 
“the employment advantage of 
a youth differential would be

restricted by the fact that 
many teenagers are available 
jor only part-time employment 
‘and have a restricted geograp- 
ic horizon for their job search. 

“It would also be restricted 
by American wage:setting in- 
stitutions which emphasize a 
wage for a job, not an age- 
wage relationship, and futther 
limited by legal restrictions on 
the employment youth.’* 

The effects of a youth differ- 
ential. would depend, also, on 
the magnitude of the differen- 
tial and on relationship of the 
adult minimum rate to average 
levels. d 

The basic minimum wage in 
1968 was 55.6% of the average 
hourly earnings of rank-and- 
file workers in private industry. 
In 1963, it was 51.9%. 

Less Rapid Increase Ahead 

‘Teenage unemployment. may 
be less of a problem in the 
1970s, whether or not a youth 
differential is instituted. t 

“During the coming decade, 
the teeange population will i 
crease 12%, compared to 40% 
in the 1960s. 

“Assuming no major decline 
in economic activity, this slow- 
er rate of growth alone should 
help ease problems of absorb- 
ing teenagers into; the em- 
ployed labor force.’*
